SUBJECT : Office of Security Monthly Report 


1. Forwarded herewith are the statistics for the Personnel 
Security and Investigations Directorate (PSI) for the month of 
November 1975. 


a. Total Clearance Division receipts for September 
1975 increased by 441 cases as compared to August 1975 
(1880-1439); field receipts also increased by 280 cases 
(874-594). Total completions for September decreased 
by 94 cases as compared to August (1629-1723); field 
completions decreased by 115 cases (612-727). Total 
pending cases for September were up 251 cases as com- 
pared to August (2354-2103); field pending cases were 
also up 162 cases (1185-1023). 


b. Figures concerning covert receipt cases for 
September increased by 216 cases as compared to August 
(861-645). The pending SAA's for September were up 27 
cases as compared to August (345-318). ISS § IST 
receipts for September decreased by 8 cases as compared 
to August (262-270); completions decreased by 60 cases 
(252-312). Pending ISS §& IST cases for September were 
up 10 cases as compared to August (575-565). 


c. September receipts for reinvestigations increased 
by 95 cases as compared to August (113-18). Reinvesti- 
gation completions for September increased by 7 cases 
as compared to August (51-44). Pending reinvestigations 
were up 62 cases as compared to August (180-118). 


2. September brought about two assassination attempts on 
the life of President Ford. The Director of Central Intelligence 
designated the Office of Security as a focal point for name 
traces on individuals identified as connected with these attempts. 
The Security Support Division provided ad hoc support, including 
liaison with the Secret Service.

External Activities Branch 
1. There were no significant trends during the reporting 
period. Individual briefings decreased from the previous 
months; however, Crank Mail has increased 25% in volume. 
There has also been a slight increase in manuscripts submitted 
for review and Security approval, mainly from current employees.
